I am a Duke Energy customer. I have experienced rate cases in New York. As a former lineman of 35 years at Rochester

Gas and Electric Corporation, I went through deregulation, rate increases, cutbacks in workforce, two mergers that put
ownership in Spain, and neglect of customers.
